Ijadysmith, Oct. .'50.— Lookiii;; back on this day, so full of moviiiK 
inciileiits, one tliin.i; stamls out clear and pleasing' to the inciitiil view- 
that is, the fortitude and eiKUirate e displayed by our men of all 
arms. 

The Boer.s were hurling shell at them from the first streak of 

dawn till past ueini. They had to execute dillicult and dangeroiis 
movciiicnts, always uniler rille and .nrtillery lire, always under tbc 
lire of an eiu'iiiy nunu-rically stronger, invariably -its courageous, and 
amazingly active and resourceful. Out of all those tests our men 
emerged triiniipliiuit. 

The mounted men were the lirst under lire and were treated to 
the last r.oer shell. T'hey were eunstaiitly liaviii;,' liot linisbcs with 
tin- enemy, sometimes when iiiouiited and as often when acting as in- 
fantry. 

The volunteer troopers, the Natal Mounted UiQos and the Border 
Jloiinted Killcs seemed to be as good as Hussars as Lancers. Both 
tliesc irrci;iiiar corps had several men wounded, but they had the luck 
noT to lose a single man killed. 

lOqiial g.allantry was displayed by the lloer gunners. Through 
niy held glasses I wat(.'hed for some time a liocr battery splendidly 
])ostcd on the top of u high lidge. Our men hud the range to a 
yard and iilautcd shell after shell right into it, mowing down the 
I'oers who were serving it. Hut the enemy stin-k to thtir guns, bring 
to the last, fresh iiirii rushin;,' .an of cover and takiii.:; the jdaees of 
their dead and Avounded comiiaiiioiis as fast as tlicy fell. Half a 
dozen Boers stood upon tlio crest of the hill, calmly watching our 
batteries work, and there they remained, with shells Hying all around 

The weather was beautifully line. As early as 10 o'clock in tlii' 
morning it became terribly hot. 

The f'.loucestcrsliires and the Irish Fusiliers were sent out the 
night before with au aiipointed task requiring patience and norve. 
T'hev were to move secretly to a point in the hills six miles northeast 
of Ladysmith. Then, nt an apiM.inted time, they were to take a 
haiol in crnshiiig the enemy. 

Veil know huw the iiUin, beautifully conceived as it was, failed 
and ended in disaster. 

The battleground was a magnilicent plotcau, interspersed with 
kopjes, the chief of which were Lombard's kop and Culwann motiii- 
tain, two promiuciit eminences cast of Ladysmitb. be 
pa-si's the road to Hidimiakaar.

" (ien. .loul/ert sent in Major Kineaid, of the Boyal Irish Fusiliers, and nine 
w ouiiilcd prisoners. Eiglit Boers were sent out iu e.Kchange, no others being lit 
to travel. 

•• Col. Brockelhurst, with cavalry, field nrtillery, the Imperial Light Horse and 
the Natal Mounted Volunteers, was eng.iged to-day with the enemy to the south- 
west of Ladysmith. 'Hie lighting lasted several hours. Our loss was very 
.<mall, 

" Tlic biunbai'dment of Ladysmith continued yesterday and to-day, many Boor 
shellii being pitchetl into the town. 

"Our troops are in good health and spirits, and the wounded are doing well. 
Complete Rout at Bcster's Hill 

IjOiidon, .Nov. .")■— .V siiecial despatch from Ladysmith, tiled Tlinrsd.iy after- 
noon, says: "While the Naval Brigade was pounding away at the Boer bat- 
fries this morning, a party of British cavalry and volunteers were sent out. 
Cieeiiing round the hills tliey surprised and oapliirod one of the enemy's camps." 

Another siiecial divspatch from Ladysmith, in di'wribing the eugage- 
inciit nt Bestei-'s Hill, says the Boers were completely routed and suffered 
heavy loss. Their entire camp was captured. Tho correai>oudcnt goes on toeay: 
" .\n iiriillcry duel is in progress. A British shell struck a Boer 40-poimder and 
completely wrecked it."
